His antisegregation 
order in the Department of Commerce 
swept the South like a timber fire when 
ly was issued and the Democrats are 
still loudly shouting it. 

Subsequent activities attributed to 
the Hoover camp such as the ousting 
of negro Republican bosses, however, 
have taken quite a bit of the fire from 
these charges. There is also the re- 
ported drift of Southern negroes to- 
ward Smith, which has also lessened 
the force of the “white supremacy” cry 
of the Democratic leaders. In some 
quarters there is the feeling that as 
things are shaping up Hoover is the 
“white hope” rather than Smith. 

Not only are the Republicans driving 
for their national ticket in North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee but in the latter 
especially they are getting behind their 
senatorial candidate.

But I think that, instead 
of reduced morale and increase in the 
number of offenses committed by po- 
licemen, that what has happened is 
that discipline has stiffened up all 
along the line, and that the officials 
of the department have determined to 
improve the conduct of the men. 

“And I think they are succeeding. 
More trial board cases need not neces- 
farily mean more misconduct by police- 
men. It may mean that there is a 
greater effort to put a stop to such 
misconduct in future.” 

Maj. Hesse made an informal report 
to the commissioner during the day 
on the number of trial board cases, 
and the implications of the increase 
in Offenses by policemen dealt with by 
that body.

Military Leaders Are Turning 
to Orderly Civil Govern- 
ment, Belief Here. 


MORROW’S HELP SEEN

American influence in the present af- 
fairs of Mexico, as exerted by Ambas- 


sador Dwight Morrow, is regarded here 
as partly responsible for the announce- 
ment of President Calles that he will 
relinquish his office for the good ot the 
country and in order to set an example 
when his term expires on December 1 
next. 

The action of Calles, irrespective ot 
the motive which inspired it. is viewed 
as particularly important for reasons 
better understood in Mexico City than 
in Washington. 

In the first place, it restores confi- 
dence among the Mexican people that 
the era of military domination may be 
coming to an end, especially as the 
military leaders appear disposed to sub- 
ordinate themselves to the processes of 
civil and orderly democratic govern- 
ment which the action of Calles tends 
to encourage if not to actually guar- 
antee for the future. 

Secondly, the tenor.of the Calles re- 
nuncilation speech implies future tol- 
eration and a new brand of self-sacri- 
ficing patriotism to which Mexicans 
have so far not been accustomed, and 
which establishes a precedent in Latin- 


tieth century brand. 
Could Have Retalued Otfice. 


Under the Mexican 
Calles can not legally serve beyond the 
end of his term, but experience of the 
past shows that when constitutional 
provisions stand in the way of a power- 
ful statesman in Mexico, the easy and 
accepted method is to compel Congress 
to remove the restrictions. 

No one doubts that Calles could 
have accomplished this without diffi- 
culty. The fact that he has chosen

The program for the financial re- 
habilitation of Mexico can not be safely 
carried to its conclusion, it 1s con- 
ceded, if the wrong man takes up the 
reins which Calles. will lay down and 
for this reason the United States will 
naturally be interested in knowing 
how the next Mexican president will 
teact to constructive plans. 

It is understood that a candidate not 
favorably regarded by the United States 
would find it difficult to make headway 
so long as the present entente between 
President Calles and Ambassador Mor- 
row continues to be a factor. 

On the other hand, it will be im- 
portant not to overemphasize any 
guidance which the United States may 
discreetly exercise on behalf of any 
candidate or candidates because knowl- 
edge of this American backing might 
make matters more difficult for a se- 
lected candidate with his own people. 

The elections in Mexico, however, are 
not comparable to elections as under- 
stood in the United States, as compara- 
tively few votes are cast in any event 
and the Mexican people would have no 
chance whatever of defeating a candi- 
date chosen by the ruling powers in 
Mexico City. 


May Meet United States Views, 


Prospects are, therefore, that the 
candidate for provisional president, as 


well as the candidate for constitutional 
president, may be chosen with a view 
to meeting the wishes of the Govern- 
ment of the United States and with a 
view to promoting prospects for future 
financial help to Mexico. 

There are added indications of har- 
mony in Mexico, as shown by reports 
that Adolfo de la Huerta has been in- 
vited by friends of Calles to return to 
Mexico and join in the conciliation 
program.

Calles Follows Proposals 
Of Diaz, DeKay Asserts 


Mexico’s hope for the future lies, 
according to John deKay, American fin- 
ancier heavily interested in Mexican 
properties, through a development of 
the ideas expressed by President Calles 
until such a time as the Southern re- 
public shall hav: set up a parliament- 
ary form of government such as exists 
in France and Englanu. This idea, 


which Mr. deKay believes President 
Calles has tn mind, was nurtured by 
President Diaz. 

“In the four years of President Diaz’ 
exile in Paris we had many conversa- 
tions as to the possible rise of a Mex- 
icar democracy, and that great and 
benevolent man, though an autocrat 
in his long rule, expressed to me almost 
the same sentiments as those embodied 
in the speech of President Calles to the 
Mexican Con ress” said Mr. deKay. 

“In the opinion of Diaz as expressed 
te me in Paris in 1911, and through 
the succeeding years until he died in 
1915, the constitution of Mexico, em- 
bodying the same form of government 
as that of the United States, was not 
suited to the temperament, the tradi- 
tions, or the political and cultural 
condition of the Mexican people, and 
that the syste.n in France and England 
would be preferable, because it would 
permit the cham.2r of deputies, which 
corresponds to our House of Represen- 
tatives, to vote an unpopular prime 
minister and cabinet out of power at 
any time the congress was in session, 
without affecting the presidency of the 
republic or risking the upheaval in- 
volved in the succession to that office.

COOLIDGES’ RETURN SOON 


Superior, Wis., Sept. 4 (A.P.).—Her- 
bert Hoover won another supporter in 
his campaign for the Presidency of the 
United States when Senator Thomas 


Schall, of Minnesota, announced today 
in President Coolidge’s office he would 
support the Republican ticket and 
predicted its ultimate victory. 

In the course of a call upon the 
Chief Executive the blind Minnesota 
senator said that despite his previous 
announcement that he would withhold 
indorsement of Mr. Hoover's candidacy 
because of his unconvincing stand on 
the agricultural problem, he now re- 
garded him as the farmers’ greatest 
hqpe for sympathetic treatment by the 
Government. 

Mr. Schall said he still was disap- 
pointed that the equalization § fee 
principle for the disposal of agricul- 
tural surpluses had not been adopted 
in the Republican platform. He added, 
also, that Mr. Hoover might have been 
more definite in his speech of accept- 
ance regarding the agrarian question. 


Cites Mr. Hoover’s Record. 


Despite this, however, he said, Mr. 
Hoover had such a record of accom- 
plishment and honesty that he held 
forth the best possible guarantee that 
the farmers’ troubles would be treated 
in an efficient and understanding 
manner. 

In any case, he continued, the Demo- 
cratic party offered nothing better, 
since not only did Gov. Smith have 
nothing even as concrete as Mr. Hoover 
had to propose for the farmers’ relief, 


but in his view the mere reputation of | 


the party was enough to proclaim its 


inability to carry out sound and prac- | 


tical government, 
As far as Minnesota is concerned, 
Senator Schall] said, the electoral con- 


test in November will be very close. | 


He predicted the State would go Re- 
publican, however. 

Simultaneously with Senator Schall’s 
announcement it was revealed that 
Eugene Meyer, chairman of the Federal 
Farm Loan Board, in his stay at Cedar 
Isiand Lodge over the week-end had 
given President Coolidge reassuring 
reports regarding the condition of 
farm banks, and, by implication, re- 
garding the agricultural situation in 
the country generally. 


Reports Banks Recovering. 


Agrarian banks the Nation over, Mr. 
Coolidge was told, have made com- 
mendable progress in both stability 
and assets. They were meeting de- 
mands for more agricultural financing 
which in turn were symptomatic of 
the recovery in the farm situation. 
Mr. Meyer reported many of the banks 
which were in bad shape when he took 
office now are among those which 
show most progress. 

President Coolidge has as yet heard 
no word from his son John, who yes- 
terday definitely left his father’s home 
to seek work. He is unaware as yet 
that the youth has decided upon any 
of the many occupations which have 
been offered him, but he feels the boy 
is being handicapped by the publicity 
which is following him. Since John 
Coolidge is-not a public official, the 
Chief Executive feels it would be best 
for the boy’s future if his comings and 
goings were not reported.

FAWCETT’S QUIXOTIC QUEST. 

When the French engineer of Rio Janeiro, 
M. R. Courteville, met in the Brazilian wilder- 
ness a strange white man who professed his 
abandonment of civilized society, and his pref- 
erence for that of the savage tribes, the prob- 
ability that this might be Col. Fawcett, the 
explorer, led to the formation of the Dyott 
search party. That party is now. on its way 


| out of the wilderness, convinced that Fawcett 


and his fellows perished, Commander Dyott 
has been told as much. Only tribal hostility 
prevented him.from visiting the place where 
proofs of .Fawcett’s demise could be seen. 
Now other testimony indicating the probable 
extermination of the Fawcett party is given 
by the “scout” for leading missionary societies 
of England and the United States. This scout 
is a Mr. Letgers, a widely experienced jungle 
traveler, who says that be has seen a mule 
that was abandoned by Fawcett. He identified 
Fawcett’s trunk, and has seen many of the 
trinkets which the explorer gave away with 
a lavish hand. Mr. Letgers has no doubt as 
to the fate that followed Faweett’s penetra- 
tion into the wilds with insufficient food and 
probably little medicine, Death was by fever 
or starvation, or the party came to its end 
at the hands of hostile tribesmen.

One who knows George Harvey can 
well imagine that he was free with his 
language, his wit and his imagery.

JUDGE S. J. PEELLE 
DIES AT HIS HOME

Indiana, and Valparaiso University, 
where he received his degree of lL. D. 
He served as a corporal in the Highth 


and as a lieutenant in the Fifty-sev- 
enth Indiana Volunteers during the 
Civil War, after which he was admitted 
to the bar in 1866 at Winchester, Ind., 
where he practiced law for two years. 

From 1869 until the time of his ap- 
pointment to the Court of Claims in 
1892, Judge Peelle practiced law in In- 
dianapolis, during which time he also 
served as a member of the Indiana 
house of representatives from 1877 to 
1879, and from 1881 to 1883 as a mem- 
ber of the Forty-seventh United States 
Congress. He was an alternate dele- 
gate-at-large to the Republican na- 
tional convention in 1888, and delegate- 
at-large in 1892. From 1891 until his 
appointment to the bench, he was a 
member of the board of control of the 
Indiana Reform School for Boys. 

Judge Peelle was married three times, 
first in 1866 to Miss Lou R. Perkins, of 
South Bend, Ind., who died seven years 
later. In 1878 he married Arabella 
Canfield, daughter of the late Judge 
Milton C. Canfield, by whom he had 
one son, Stanton C. Peelle, an attorney 
of this city. Mrs. Peelle died in 1915, 
and three years later the judge married 
Mrs. Bertha Barnitz Byrne, widow of 
Col. Bernard A. Byrne, and the daugh- 
ter of the late Col. Albert Barnitz. 
U. &S. A. 

Since his retirement, Judge Peelle 
had been active in educational, civic, 
religious and benevolent affairs, as Is 
Mrs. Peelle. From 1914 to 1918 Judge 
Peelle served as president of West Not- 
tingham (Synodical) Academy, Cecil 
County. Md., and during the same pe- 
riod was president of the school board 
of Montgomery County and president 
of the governing commission of Chevy 
Chase, Md. 

He was an advisory member of the 
board of managers of the Young Men’s 
Washington; a 
member of the Cosmos Club; Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, of which he was 
commander in 1916 and 1917; was vice 
moderator of the Washington Presby- 
tery in 1916, and of the Synod of Balti- 
more, 1920-21. 

Funeral arrangements have not been 
completed, but they will probably be 
held from the Church of the Covenant, 
of which Judge Peelle was a member. 
He is survived by his widow, his son 
and several grandchildren.

Franz Liszt Pupil Active in 
Musical Circles Through- 


out Life. 

Denver, Sept. 4 (A.P.).—Dr. James 
Madison Tracy, 91 years old, one of 
the country’s outstanding musical 
geniuses, died at his home here yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Tracy led an eventful life which 
took him from the bench of a church 
organ in Concord, N. H., to a position 
of eminence in the musical world, He 
was believed to be the last living pupil 
of Franz Liszt, under whom he studied 
in Weimar when that city was the 
mecca of European musicians. Dr. 
Tracy gave more than 700 lectures 
throughout the United States and ap- 
peared in many concerts.

Born in New Hampshire, Dr. Tracy

LIVER AND BACON FOR FOUR. 

, (Liver contains many vitamines.) 
“St pound liver, sliced 

1-3 cup flour. 

% teaspoon salt. 

Y% teaspoon pepper 

6 slices bacon. 

Wash the liver in cold water. Drain 
well and sprinkle with the salt and 
pepper and roll in the flour. Pat the 
flour in place so it will not come off 
during the cooking. Place the bacon 
in a frying pan and broil 6 inches be- 
low a glowing fire. (The bacon may 
be cooked over a low fire if desired.) 
When the bacon is half done (not 
crisp), toss to one side of the pan and 
add the liver. Cook until well browned 
on both sides. It will require about ten 
minutes. Let the bacon continue to 
cook and it will be crisp when the 
liver is done. Place on a serving plat- 
ter. Garnish with parsley. 

CORN ON COB. 

To cook corn on the cob, remove the 
husks and silk and let stand in the 
icebox until ready to cook. Have a 
kettle two-thirds full of boiling water 
and add the corn Boil vigorously for 
ten minutes. Just before removing 
the corn, add one teaspoonful of salt. 
This will flavor the corn, but not turn 
it yellow nor toughen it. As soon as 
the corn is done, remove it with a 
spoon or colander and serve at 
with seasoning and butter 
allowed to cook slowly or 
stand in the water after 
cooked, it will become 
tasteless. 

TOMATO SALAD, SERVING FOUR 

(This gives balance to the meal) 

4 medium-sized peeled tomatoes 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-3 cup diced green cucumbers 

% cup pickle relish 

4, teaspoon paprika 

1 tablespoon finely chopped onion 

Remove the blossom ends from the 
tomatoes, sprinkle with one-half the 
salt and chill, inverted on a platter. By 
inverting the tomatoes they will drain 
and not be watery when served.

missioners Proctor L. Dougherty, Sidney 
F. Taliaferro and William B. Ladue, the 
Wardman Construction Co., Harry 
Wardman and Albert F. Deuhring, 
owner of the property. as defendants. 
William W. Bride, corporation coun- 
sel for the District, last night said he 
had not seen a copy of the papers 
filed, but judging from what he had 
heard about the case it is probable 
that his office will follow the same 
procedure used in connection with the 
battle over the Stanton Park site.

Dr. Peter J. McLoughlin 


In Critical Condition 


Dr. Peter J. McLoughlin, dean of the 
Catholic Univer.ity Law School, was 
reported last night as being in a seri- 
ous condition in the Deaconess Hos- 
pital at Brookline, Mass., as a result 
of blood poisoning. Surgeons ampu- 
tated Dr. McLoughlin’s left leg about 
a week ago. The infection spread, 
however, and a subsequent operation

Dr. McLoughlin suffered an infected 
foot several months ago while on his 
vacation at Falmouth, Mass.
